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PREFACE. 



The present manual of family devotions has been drawn up in 
order to assist in supplying wants now strongly felt amongst a 
very numerous class, by providing : 

First. — Forms of prayer, which, without interfering, but 
in a few instances, with the Daily Service of our own Liturgy, 
should yet possess the approval of authority for their recom* 
mendation and support* Objections have been made of late, 
by most thinking persons, that Fanuly Prayers, selected en- 
tirely from our own authoritative formularies, furnish but a 
bad substitute for the Daily Service, which ought itself to be 
more exclusively reserved for the public worship of the sanc- 
tuary. 

Secondly. — ^An uniform character and even sameness, not 
only in the general framework of the prayers from day to day, 
but also in the prayers themselves, except where changes are 
needed to suit particular days and seasons; that thus, at a 
reverent distance and after the example of the Church, we 
may imitate in spirit the unvarying worship of the blessed 
seraphim, who, we know, are ever engaged in one ceaseless 
song, continually crying, ^* Holy, holy," before the throne of 
God. 

Thirdly. — Special forms of prayer for the principal Fasts an'* 



a 
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Festivals ; it being, surely, most important that people's atten- 
tion should be directed more frequently and ]>ointedly than 
is customary to the real meaning and right observance of those 
great occasions. This arrangement, together with others for 
the sake of marking particular week-days, will, it is hoped, 
sufficiently secure that variety of expression in the prayers, 
which is 80 pleasing to many minds, without at the same time 
detracting from the before-mentioned more important con- 
sideration. 

Fourthly. — Opportunity for all the members of the house- 
hold to join in united worship with their head, so as to make 
the petitions which he offers equally their own. In order 
to attain this advantage, the Litany form for confessions, peti- 
tions, and intercessions, has been generally adopted throughout 
the series ; and in which the regularly recurring answers, such 
as, " Lord, have mercy on us," " Deliver us, O Lord," they 
can as easily repeat with him, as the usual response of ^' Amen," 
after the blessing or Lord's Prayer. 

Fifthly, and lastly. — A sufficient number of Psalms and 
select passages from the practical parts of Scripture, ready at 
hand for every-day reading, so that something approaching 
to a complete service may be available for the use of those 
families who, from various causes, are precluded from attend- 
ing the daily prayers at church. In some families it ia usual 
to read a Psalm or chapter of the Bible, or both, either before 
or in the course of the prayers. But it frequently happens, 
especially in readings from the Bible^ tliat whole chapters of 
great length are read through, merely because they are so 
divided, without any regard to the subjects treated of in them. 
Thus are people's minds fatigued and distracted by the variety 
of totally different, and often awfully sacred, subjects, which are 
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all at once thrust upon their attention. Both the Psalms and 
selections from Holy Scripture, in the present work, have, to 
obviate this evil, been classed as briefly as could be, under 
separate heads ; and a certain regular order of subject has been 
observed, which, it is hoped, may prove useful for the sake 
of reference, and, perhaps, also in other ways besides. The 
Psalms, as well as the Scripture selections, have in all cases 
been given at length, and not in the form of mere references, 
from a conviction, that if the latter plan had been adopted, 
they would seldom have been read at all. 

It may perhaps be objected, that the Psalms and Lessons, 
together with the Prayers following, make too long a service. 
Bat it will be found on trial that the time occupied by the 
whole will generally not exceed five or six, if, occasionally, ten, 
minutes. Should, however, some heads of families, from any 
unavoidable cause, be compelled to omit the first part of the 
service, the Prayers alone may be read, commencing with the 
Confession and litany, and which will then engage them for 
so small tL portion of the day as they cannot possibly think of 
ffPodgiRg in this their bounden morning and evening sacrifice 
of praise and thanksgiving to Almighty God. 

The Compiler is well aware how inadequately he has per- 
formed the task which he has presumed to undertake ; and it is 
only because he has not yet met with any previous publication 
in which the designs above stated, and which appear to him 
important, have been wholly carried out, that he has been 
induced to make the attempt himself, which he would gladly 
have left to be executed by abler hands. When, however, he 
considers the sources from which the Famify Prayers, now 
submitted to the public, have been drawn, he is not altogether 
without hope, that they may help to throw some additional 
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reality and warmth into the services of domestic religion, and 
to deepen that spirit of reverence which should ever be upper- 
most in tbe mind in all our 'approaches to the throne of grace. 

And here it may be proper to add, that while in the selec- 
tions which compose the following series of Prayers, the Com- 
piler has been careful to exclude every thing which might 
justly give offence to seriously disposed yet over-sensitive per« 
sons, he has, at the same time, not scrupled to draw from 
whatever sources were best available for his purpose, so long 
only as those sources themselves were in the main authorised 
and catholic; an essential point in securing devotions for 
God's service at once chastened and fervent, but which com- 
monly degenerate into cold stifiness or irreverent familiarity 
when derived from the unauthorised productions of a mere * 
individual mind.

External acts of piety and devotion, and the frequent returns of 
them, are necessary to keep up a sense of religion, which the affairs 
of the world will otherwise wear out of men's hearts. And the fre- 
quent returns, whether of public devotions or of any thing else to in- 
troduce religion into men's serious thoughts, will have an influence 
upon them in proportion as they are susceptible of religion, and not 
given over to a reprobate mind. For this reason, besides others, the 
service of the Church ought to be celebrated as often as you can have 
a congregation to attend it. But since the body of the people, es- 
pecially in country places, cannot be brought to attend it oftener than 
one day in a week, and since this is in no sort enough to keep up in 
them a due sense of religion, it were greatly to be wished they could 
be persuaded to any thing which might, in some measure, supply the 
want of more frequent public devotions, or serve the like purposes. 
Family prayers, regularly kept up in every house, would have a great 
and good effect.

THE heavens declare the glory 
of God : and the firmament 
sheweth His handy-work. 



One day telleth another : and 
one night certifieth another. 

There is neither speech nor lan- 
guage : but their voices are heard 
among them. 

Their sound is gone out into all 
lands : and their words into the 
ends of the world. 

In them hath He set a tabemade 
for the sun : which oometh forth as 
a bridegroom out bf his chamber, 
and rejoiceth as a giant to run his 
course. 

It goeth forth from the uttermost 
part of the heaven, and runneth 
about unto the end of it again : and 
there is nothing hid from the heat 
thereof. 

The law of the Lord is an un- 
defiled law, converting the soul : 
the testimony of the Lord is sure, 
and giveth wisdom unto the sim- 
ple. 

The statutes of the Lord are 
right, and rejoice the heart : the 
commandment of the Lord is 
pure, and giveth light unto the 
eyes.

60D, Thou art my God: 
early will I seek Thee. 

My soul thirsteth for Thee, my 
flesh also longeth after Thee : in 
a barren and dry land where no 
water is. 

Thus have I looked for Thee in 
holiness : that I might behold Thy 
power and glory. 

For Thy loving-kindness is better 
than the life itself : my lips shall 
praise Thee. 

As long as I live will I magnify 
Thee on this manner : and lift up 
my hands in Thy name.

They also that sought after my 
life laid scares for me : and they that 
went about to do me evil talked of 
wickedness, and imagined deceit all 
the day long. 

As for me, I was like a deaf man, 
and heard not : and as one that is 
dumb, who doth not open his mouth. 

I became even as a man that 
heareth not : and in whose mouth 
are no reproofs. 

For in Thee, O Lord, have I put 
my trust : Thou shalt answer for me, 
O Lord my God. 

I have required that they, even 
mine enemies, should not triumph 



over me : for when my foot slipped , 
they rejoiced greatly against me. 

And I, truly, am set in the 
plague : and my heaviness is ever in 
my sight. 

For I will confess my wickedness : 
and be sorry for my sin. 

But mine enemies live, and are 
mighty : and they that hate me 
wrongfully are many in number. 

They idso that reward evil for 
good are against me : because I 
foUow the thing that good is. 

Forsake me not, O Lord my God : 
be not Thou far from me. 

Haste Thee to help me : O Lord 
God of my salvation. 



Then all say, 

I BELIEVE in God the Father Almighty, Maker of heaven 
and earth : 

And in Jesus Christ His only Son our Lord, who was con- 
ceived by the Holy Ghost, bom of the Virgin Mary, suffered

The Lesson is taken from St. Paul's 
Epistles to the Romans and Gala- 



tians ; from St. Paul's 1st Epistles 
to Timothy and to the Corinth- 
ians. 



*/^WE no man any thing, but to 

\J love one another : for he that 

loveth another hath fulfilled the 

law Love worketh no ill to 



> Rom. xiii. 8, 10. 
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his neighbour : therefore love is the 
fhlfilling of the law. 

^ Now the end of the command- 
ment is charity out of a pure heart, 
and of a good conscience, and of 
faith unfeigned : faith which work- 
eth by love. 

^ Though I speak with the tongues 
of men and of angels, and have not 
charity, I am become as sounding 
brass, or a tinkling cymbal. And 
though I have the gift of prophecy, 
and understand all mysteries, and 
all knowledge ; and though I have 
all faith, so that I could remove 
mountains, and have not charity, I 
am nothing. And though I bestow 
all my goods to feed the poor, and 
though I give my body to be burned, 
and have not charity, it profiteth 
me nothing. Charity suffereth long, 
and is kind; charity envieth not; 
charity vaunteth not itself, is not 
puffed up, doth not behave itself 
unseemly, seeketh not her own, is 
not easUy provoked, thii^keth no 
evil, rejoiceth not in iniquity, but 
rejoiceth in the truth ; beareth all 
tilings, believeth all things, hopeth 
all things, endureth all things. 
Charity never faileth : but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall fail ; 
whether tiiere be tongues, they shall 
cease ; whether there be knowledge, 
it shall vanish away. For we know 
in part, and we prophesy in part. 
But when that which is perfect is 
come, then that which is in part 
shall be done away. When I was 
a child, I spake as a child, I un- 
derstood as a child, I thought as a 
child ; but when I became a man, 
I put away childish things. For 
now we see through a glass darkly ; 
but then face to face : now I know 
in part ; but then shall I know even 
as also I am known. And now 
abideth faith, hope, charity, these 
three ; but the greatest of tiiese is 
charity.

3TTTE walk by faith, not by sight. 

VV While we look not at the 
things which are seen, but at the 
things which are not seen : for the 
things which are seen are temporal ; 
but the things which are not seen 
are eternal. 

^And straightway Jesus con- 
strained His disciples to get into a 
ship, and to go before Him unto 
the other side, while He sent the 
multitudes away. And when He 
had sent the multitudes away. He 
went up into a mountain apart to 
pray: and when the evening was 
come. He was there alone. But 
the ship was now in the midst of 
the sea, tossed with waves ; for the 
wind was contrary. And in the 
fourth watch of the night Jesus 
went unto them, walking on the 
sea. And when the disciples saw 
Him walking on the sea, they were 
troubled, saying. It is a spirit ; and 
they cried out for fear. But straight- 
way Jesus spake unto them, say- 
ing. Be of good cheer ; It is I ; be 
not afraid. And Peter answered 
Him and said, Lord, if it be Thou, 
bid me come unto Thee on the 
water. And He said. Come. And 
when Peter was come down out of 
the ship, he walked on the water 
to go to Jesus. But when he saw 
the wind boisterous, he was afraid ; 
and beginning to sink, he cried, 
saying.

From the Book of the Prophet Ha- 
bakkuk ; from St. Paul's Epis- 
tles to the Hebrews and Gala- 
tians; and from the General 
Epistle of St. James. 

i-n^HOLD, hU soul which is 
XJ lifted up is not upright in 
him : but the just shall live by his 
faith. 

^ Now faith is the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence of 

things not seen Through 

faith we understand that the worlds 
were framed by the word of God, 
so that the things which are seen 
were not made of things which do 

appear By faith Enoch was 

translated that he should not see 
death ; and was not found, because 
God had translated him : for before 
his translation he had this testi- 
mony, that he pleased God. But 
without faith it is impossible to 
please Him ; for he that cometh to 
God must believe that He is, and 
that He is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek Him. 

3 Now we through the Spirit 
wait for the hope of righteousness 
by faith. For in Jesus Christ neither 
circumcision availeth any thing, nor 
uncircumcision ; but faith which 
worketh by love. 

* For what doth it profit, my 
brethren, though a man say he hath 
faith, and have not works? can 
faith save him ? If a brother or 
sister be naked, and destitute of 
daily food, and one of you say unto 



them, Depart in peace, be ye warm- 
ed and filled; notwithstanding ye 
give them not those things which 
are needful to the body; what doth 
it profit ? Even so faith, if it hath 
not works, is dead, being alone. 
Yea, a man may say, Thou hast 
faith, and I have works : shew me 
thy faith without thy works, and I 
will shew thee my fiuth by my 
works. Thou believest that there 
is one God ; thou doest well : the 
devils also believe, and tremble. 
But wilt thou know, O vain man, 
that fieuth without works is dead ? 
Was not Abraham our father justi- 
fied by works, when he had offered 
Isaac his son upon the altar ? Seest 
thou how fiedth wrought with his 
works, and by works was faith 
made perfect ? And the Scripture 
was fulfilled which saith, Abraham 
believed (jod, and it was imputed 
unto him for righteousness, and he 
was called the friend of God. Ye 
see then how that by works a man 
is justified, and not by faith only. 
.... For as the body without the 
spirit is dead, so faith without works 
is dead also. 

SATURDAY.

From St. Paul's Epistle to the 
Ephesians. 

«'Ol^£2THREN, I beseech you, 
XJ that ye walk worthy of the 
vocation wherewith ye are called, 
with all lowliness and meekness, 
with long-sufiering, forbearing one 
another in love ; endeavouring to 
keep the unity of the Spirit in the 
bond of peace.

unto men And He gave 

some, apostles; and some, pro- 
phets ; and some, evangelists ; and 
some, pastors and teachers ; for the 
perfecting of the saints, for the work 
of the ministry, for the edifying of 
the body of Christ : till we all come 
in the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto 
a perfect man, unto the measure of 
the stature of the fulness of Christ. 
That we henceforth be no more 
children, tossed to and fro, and 
carried about with every wind of 
doctrine, by the sleight of men, and 
cunning craftiness, whereby they 
lie in wait to deceive ; but speaking 
the truth in love, may grow up into 
Him in all things, which is the 
head, even Christ.

From the General Epistle of St. 
Jude. 

2-QELOVED, remember ye the 
X) words which were spoken 
before of the apostles of our Lord 
Jesus Christ; how that they told 
you there should be mockers in the 
last time, who should walk after 
their own ungodly lusts. These be 
they who separate themselves, sen- 
sual, having not the Spirit. But 
ye, beloved, building up yourselves 
on your most holy faith, praying in 



the Holy Ghost, keep yourselves 
in the love of God, looking for the 
mercy of our Lord Jesus Christ 
unto eternal life. 

THURSDAY. 

Baptism^ the remembrance and Jul' 
Jilment qf our prof ession therein. 

From the Holy Gospel according to 
St. John, and from St. Paul's 
Epistles to Titus and to the 
Romans. 

3TESUS said to Nicodemus, Ve- 
fj rily, verily, I say unto thee, 
except a man be bom of water and 
of the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of Grod. 

4 Brethren, after that the kind- 
ness and love of Grod our Saviour 
toward man appeared, not by works 
of righteousness which we have 
done, but according to His mercy 
He saved us, by the washing of re- 
generation, and renewing of the 
Holy Ghost; which He shed on 
us abundantly through Jesus Christ 
our Saviour ; that being justified by 
His grace, we should be made heirs 
according to the hope of eternal 
life. 

^What shall we say then? Shall 
we continue in sin, that grace may 
abound ? God forbid. How shall 
we, that are dead to sin, live any 
longer therein ? Know ye not, 
that so many of us as were baptised 
into Jesus Christ were baptised into 
His death ? Therefore we are buried 
with Him by baptism into death : 
that like as Christ was raised up 
from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should walk 
in newness of life. For if we have 
been planted together in the like- 
ness of His death, we shall be also 
in the likeness of His resurrection : 
knowing this, that our old man is 
crucified with Him, that the body 
of sin might be destroyed, that 
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henceforth we should not serve sm. 
For he that is dead is freed from 
sin. Now if we be dead with Christ, 
we believe that we shall also live 
with Him: knowing that Christ 
being raised €i*om the dead dieth no 
more ; death hath no more domi- 
nion over Him. For in that He 
died, He died unto sin once ; but in 
that He liveth, He liveth unto God. 
Likewise reckon ye also yourselves 
to be dead indeed unto sin, but 
alive unto God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Let not sin 
therefore reign in your mortal body, 
that ye should obey it in the lusts 
thereof. 

SATURDAY. 

Subjection of our reason to the 
revealed Word. 

From the Book of Proverbs, and 
from St. Paul's First and Second 
Epistle to the Corinthians. 

^11 /TY son .... let not mercy and 
jjIJL truth forsake thee : bind them 
about thy neck ; write them upon 
the table of thy heart : so shalt 
thou find favour and good under- 
standing in the sight of God and 
man. Trust in the Lord with all 
thine heart; and lean not unto 
thine own understanding. In all 
thy ways acknowledge Him, and He 
shall direct thy paths. Be not wise 
in thine own eyes : fear the Lord, 
and depart from evil. 

2 For the weapons of our warfare 
are not carnal, but mighty through 
God to the pulling down of strong- 
holds ; casting down imaginations, 
and every high thing that e^alteth 
itself against the knowledge of God, 
and bringing into captivity every 
thought to the obedience of Christ. 

' Because the foolishness of God 
is wiser than men ; and the weak- 
ness of God is stronger than men. 
For ye see your calling, brethren, 
how that not many wise men after 



the flesh, not many mighty, not 
many noble, are ccdled: but God 
hath chosen the foolish things of the 
world to confound the wise; and 
God hath chosen the weak things 
of the world to confound the things 
which are mighty ; and base things 
of the world, and things which are 
despised, hath God chosen, yea, 
and things which are not, to bring 
to nought things that are : that no 
flesh should glory in His presence. 
But of Him are ye in Christ Jesus, 
who of God is made unto us wisdom, 
and righteousness, and sanctifica- 
tion, and redemption: that, ac- 
cording as it is written, He that 
glorieth, let him glory in the Lord. 

MONDAY. 

Crood works : we shall be Judged, 
and rewarded or punished^ aC' 
cording as they are so^ or not. 

From the Book of Ecclesiastes ; 
from St. Paul's Second Epistle 
to the Corinthians ; and from the 
Revelations of St. John. 

*/^ OD will bring every work to 
VT judgment, with every secret 
thing, whether it be good, or whe- 
ther it be evil. 

^ For we must all appear before 
the judgment-seat of Christ, that 
every one may receive the things 
done in his body, according to that 
he hath done, whether it be good 
or bad. 

" And I John saw a great white 
throne, and Him that sat on it, fW)m 
whose face the earth and the heaven 
fled away ; and there was found no 
place for them . And I saw the dead , 
small and great, stand before God ; 
and the books were opened: and 
another book was opened, which is 
the book of life : and the dead were 
judged out of those things which 
were written in the books, aooord- 
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ing to their works. And the sea 
gave up the dead which were in it ; 
and death and hell delivered up the 
dead which were in them : and they 
were judged every man according 
to their works. . . . And whosoever 
was not found written in the hook 
of life was cast into the lake of 
fire. 

^ Jesus said by His angel, Behold, 
I come quickly ; and My reward is 
with Me, to give every man accord- 
ing as his work shall be. I am 
Alpha and Omega, the beginning 
and the end, the first and the last. 
Blessed are they that do His com- 
mandments, that they may have 
right to the tree of life, and may 
enter in through the gates into the 
city.

I was a stranger, and ye took Me 
in : naked, and ye clothed Me : I 
was sick, and ye visited Me : I was 
in prison, and ye came unto Me. 
Then shall the righteous answer 
Him, sajring. Lord, when saw we 
Thee an hungred, and fed Thee? 
or thirsty, and gave Thee drink? 
when saw we Thee a stranger, and 
took Thee in ? or naked, and clothed 
Thee ? or when saw we Thee sick, 
or in prison, and came unto Thee ? 
And the King shall answer and say 
unto them, Verily I say unto you, 
Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
one of the least of these My bre- 
thren, ye have done it unto Me. 
Then shall He say also unto them 
on the left hand, Depart from me, 
ye cursed, into everlasting fire, pre- 
pared for the devil and his angels : 
for I was an hungred, and ye gave 
Me no meat : I was thirsty, and ye 
gave Me no drink : I was a stranger, 
and ye took Me not in : naked, and 
ye clothed Me not: sick, and in 
prison, and ye visited Me not. Then 
shall they also answer him, saying. 
Lord, when saw we Thee an hun- 
gred, or athirst, or a stranger, or 
naked, or sick, or in prison, and 
did not minister unto Thee ? Then 
shall He answer them, saying. Ve- 
rily I say unto you, Inasmuch as 
ye did it not to one of the least of 
these, ye did it not to Me. And 
these E^all go away into everlasting 
punishment : but the righteous into 
life eternal.

^ A T that time Jesus said. The 
J\. kingdom of heaven is likened 
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unto a man which sowed good seed 
in his field. But while men slept, 
his enemy came and sowed tares 
among the wheat, and went his way. 
But when the blade was sprung up, 
and brought forth fruit, then ap- 
peared the tares also. So the ser- 
vants of the housholder came, and 
said unto him. Sir, didst not thou 
sow good seed in thy field ? from 
whence then hath it tares ? He said 
unto them, An enemy hath done 
this. The servants said unto him, 
Wilt thou then that we go and ga- 
ther them up ? But he said, Nay ; 
lest while ye gather up the tares, ye 
root up also the wheat with them. 
Let both grow together untU the 
harvest ; and in the tim^ of harvest 
I will say to the reapers. Gather ye 
together first the tares, and bind 
them in bundles to bum them : but 
gather the wheat into my bam. 

Explanation qf foregoing Parable, 

From the Holy Gospel according 
to St. Matthew. 

^ rpHEN Jesus sent the multitude 
X away, and wentinto the house; 
and His disciples came unto Him, 
saying, Declare unto us the parable 
of the tares of the field. He an- 
swered and said unto them. He that 
soweth the good seed is the Son of 
Man; the field is the world; the 
good seed are the children of the 
kingdom; but the tares are the 
children of the wicked one ; the 
enemy that sowed them is the devil ; 
the harvest is the end of the world ; 
and the reapers are the angels. As 
therefore the tares are gathered and 
burned in the fire ; so shall it be in 
the end of this world. The Son of 
Man shall send forth His angels, 
and they shall gather out of His 
kingdom all things that offend, and 
them which do iniquity ; and shall 



cast them into a f^imace of fire : 
there shall be wailing and gnashing 
of teeth. Then shall the righteous 
shine forth as the sun in the king- 
dom of their Father.

^TTTHAT things were gain to me, 
VV those I counted loss for 
Christ. Yea, doubtless, and I 
count all things but loss for the 
excellency of the knowledge of 
Christ Jesus my Lord : for whom 
I have suffered the loss of all things, 
and do count them but dung, that 
I may win Christ, and be found in 
Him, not having mine own right- 
eousness, which is of the law, but 
that which is through the faith of 
Christ, the righteousness which is 
of God by faith : that I may know 
Him, and the power of His re- 
surrection, and the fellowship of 
His sufferings, being made con- 
formable unto His death ; if by any 
means I might attain unto the re- 
surrection of the dead.

^ And let us not be weary in well 
doing : for in due season we shall 
reap, if we faint not.

' rpHE path of the just is as the 
JL shining light, that shineth 
more and more unto the present 
day. 

'Ye, therefore, belored, . . . .

Jesus Christ. 

^ And giving all diligence, add to 
your faitii virtue; and to virtue 
knowledge ; and to knowledge tem- 
perance; and to temperance pa- 
tience ; and to patience godliness ;

And as ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye also to them like- 
wise. For if ye loTe them which 
lore you, what thank have ye ? for 
sinners also love those that love 
them. And if ye do good to them 
which do good to you, what thank 
have ye ? for sinners also do even 
the same. And if ye lend to them 
of whom ye hope to receive, what 
thank have ye ? for sinners also lend 
to sinners, to receive as much again. 
But love ye your enemies, and do 
good, and lend, hoping for nothing 
again ; and your reward shall be 
great, and ye shall be the children 
of the Highest : for He is kind unto 
the unthankful and to the evil. Be 
ye therefore merciful, as your Father 
also is merciful.

» TJEREBY perceive we the love 
LA. of God, because He laid down 
His life for us : and we ought to lay 
down our Uves for the brethren. 
But whoso hath this world's good, 
and seeth his brother have need, 
and shutteth up his bowels of com- 
passion from him, how dwelleth the 
love of God in him ? My little 
children, let us not love in word, 
neither in tongue ; but in deed and 
in truth. And hereby we know 
that we are of the truth, and shall 
assure our hearts before Him. For 
if our heart condemn us, God is 
greater than our heart, and know- 
eth all things. Beloved, if our heart 
condemn us not, then have we con- 
fidence toward God.

dren, ye shall not enter into the 
kingdom of heaven.

* And Jesus put forth a parable 
to those which were bidden, when 
He marked how they chose out the 
chief rooms ; saying unto them. 
When thou art bidden of any man 
to a wedding, sit not down in the 
highest room ; lest a more honour- 
able man than thou be bidden of 
him ; and he that bade thee and 
him come and say to thee. Give this 
man place ; and thou begin with 
shame to take the lowest room. But 
when thou art bidden, go and sit 
down in the lowest room ; that when 
he that bade thee cometh, he may 
say unto thee. Friend, go up higher : 
then shalt thou have worship in the 
presence of them that sit at meat 
with thee. For whosoever ezalteth 
himself shall be abased ; and he 
that humbleth himself shall be ex- 
alted. 

TUESDAY. 

Patience in trouble. 

From St. Paul's Epistle to the 
Hebrews. 

'TIELOVED, forget not the ex- 
J3 hortationwhichspeakethunto 
you as unto children. My son, de- 
spise not thou the chastening of the 
Lord, nor faint when thou art re- 
buked of Him : for whom the Lord 
loveth He chasteneth, and scourgeth 
every son whom He receiveth. If 
ye endure chastening, God dealeth 
with you as with sons ; for what 
son is he whom the father chasteneth 
not ? But if ye be without chas- 
tisement, whereof all are partakers, 
then are ye bastards, and not sons* 



Furthermore we have had fathers of 
our flesh which corrected us, and 
we gave them reverence : shall we 
not much rather be in subjection 
unto the Father of spirits, and live ? 
For they verily for a few days chas- 
tened us after their own pleasure ; 
but He for our profit, that we might 
be partakers of His holiness. Now 
no chastening for the present seem- 
eth to be joyous, but grievous: 
nevertheless idterward it yieldeth 
the peaceable fruit of righteousness 
unto them which are exercised 
thereby. 

THURSDAY.

From the Greneral Epistle of 
St. James. 

>13E patient, brethren, unto the 
J3 coming of the Lord. Be- 
hold, the husbandman waiteth for 
the precious fruit of the earth, and 
hath long patience for it, until he 
receive the early and latter rain. 
Be ye also patient; stablish your 
hearts : for the coming of the Lord 
draweth nigh. Grudge not one 
against anotiier, brethren, lest ye 
be condemned: behold, the Judge 
standeth before the door. Take, 
my brethren, the prophets, who 
have spok^ in the name of the 
Lord, for an example of suffering 
affliction, and of patience. Behold, 
we count them happy which endure. 
Ye have heard of the patience of 
Job, and have seen the end of the 
Lord ; that the Lord is very pitiful, 
and of tender mercy. But above 
all things, my brethren, swear not, 
neither by heaven, neither by the 
earth, neither by any other oath : 
but let your yea be yea ; and your 
nay, nay ; lest ye fall into condemna- 
tion. Is any among you afflicted ? 
let him pray. Is any merry? let 
him sing psalms. Is any sick among 
you ? let him call for the elders of 
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the church ; and let them pray over 
hmif anointing him with oil in the 
name of the Lord : and the prayer 
of fiuth shall saye the sick, and the 
Lord shall raise him up ; and if he 
have committed sins, they shall be 
forgiven him. 

SATURDAY. 

Holiness and reverence. 

From St. Paul's Epistle to the 
Hebrews. 

i"pRETHREN, follow peace with 
_D all men, and holiness, with- 
out which no man shall see the 
Lord : looking diligently lest any 
man fail of the grace of God ; lest 
any root of bitterness springing up 
trouble you, and thereby many be 
defiled ; lest there be any fornicator, 
or profane person, as Esau, who for 
one morsel of meat sold his birth- 
right. For ye know how that after- 
ward, when he would have inherited 
the blessing, he was rejected : for 
he found no place of repentance, 
though he sought it carefully with 
tears. For ye are not come unto 
the mount that might be touched, 
and that burned witii fire, nor unto 
blackness, and darkness, and tem- 
pest, and the sound of a trumpet, 

and the voice of words But 

ye are come unto Mount Sion, and 
unto the city of the living God, the 
heavenly Jerusalem, and to an in- 
numerable company of angels, to 
the general assembly and church of 
the firstborn, which are written in 
heaven, and to God the Judge of 
all, and to the spirits of just men 
made perfect, and to Jesus the 
Mediator of the new covenant, and 
to the blood of sprinkling, that 
speaketh better things than that of 
Abel. See that ye refuse not Him 
that speaketh. For if they escaped 
not who refused Him that spake 
on earth, much more shall not we 



escape, if we turn away from Him 
that speaketh from heaven : whose 
voice then shook the earth: but 
now He hath promised, saying, Yet 
once more I shake not the earth 
only, but also heaven. And this 
word. Yet once more, signifieth the 
removing of those things that are 
shaken, as of things that are made, 
that those things which cannot be 
shaken, may remain. Wherefore we 
receiving a kingdom which cannot 
be moved, let us have grace, where- 
by we may serve God acceptably 
with reverence and godly fear : for 
our God is a consuming fire.

^ORETHREN, putting away ly-

go down upon your wrath : neither 

give place to the devil Let no 

corrupt communication proceed out 
of your mouth, but that which is 
good to the use of edifying, that it 
may minister grace unto the hear- 
ers. And grieve not the holy Spirit 
of God, whereby ye are sealed unto 
the day of redemption. Let all 
bitterness, and wrath, and anger, 
and clamour, and evil speaking, be 
put away from you, with all ma- 
lice : and be ye kind one to another, 
tender-hearted, forgiving one an- 
other, even as God for Christ's sake 
hath forgiven you. 

THURSDAY. 

Danger qf insincerity in religion. 

From the Acts of the Holy 
Apostles. 

> A ND the multitude of them that 
JOL believed were of one heart 
and of one soul : neither said any 
of them that aught of the things 
which he possessed was his own; 
but they had all things common. 
And with great power gave the 
apostles witness of the resurrection 
of the Lord Jesus : and great grace 



was upon them all. Neither was 
there any among them that lacked : 
for as many as were possessors of 
lands or houses sold them, and 
brought the prices of the things 
that were sold, and laid them down 
at the apostles' feet: and distri- 
bution was made unto every man 
according as he had need. 

' But a certain man named Ana- 
nias, with Sapphira his wife, sold a 
possession, and kept back part of 
the price, his wife also being privy 
to it, and brought a certain part, 
and laid it at the apostles' feet. 
But Peter said, Ananias, why hath 
Satan filled thine heart to lie to the 
Holy Ghost, and to keep back part 
of the price of the land ? Whiles it 
remained, was it not thine own? 
and after it was sold, was it not in 
thine own power? why hast thou 
conceived this thing in thine heart ? 
thou hast not lied unto men, but 
unto God. And Ananias hearing 
these words fell down, and gave up 
the ghost : and great fear came on 
all them that heard these things. 
And the young men arose, wound 
him up, and carried him out, and 
buried him. And it was about the 
space of three hours after, when his 
wife, not knowing what was done* 
came in. And Peter answered unto 
her. Tell me whether ye sold the 
land for so much ? And she said. 
Yea, for so much. Then Peter said 
unto her, How is it that ye have 
agreed together to tempt the Spirit 
of the Lord ? behold, the feet of 
them which have buried thy hus- 
band are at the door, and shall 
carry thee out. Then fell she down 
straightway at his feet, and yielded 
up the ghost : and the young men 
came in, and found her dead, and, 
carrying her forth, buried her by 
her husband. And great fear came 
upon all the Church, and upon as 
many as heard these things.

Some of our Lord^s last divine 
sayings to His disciples previous 
to His agony in the garden. 

From the Holy Gospel according 
to St. John. 

^ TESUS said to His disciples, Let 
O not your heart he troubled : 
ye believe in God, believe also in 
Me. In My Father's house are 
many mansions : if it were not so, 
I would have told you. I go to 
prepare a place for you. And if I 
go and prepare a place for you, I 
will come again, and receive you 
unto Myself; that where I am, 
there ye may be also. And whither 
I go ye know, and the way ye know. 
Thomas saith unto Him, Lord, we 
know not whither Thou goest ; and 
how can we know the way ? Jesus 
saith unto him, I am the way, the 
truth, and the life : no man cometh 
unto the Father, but by Me. If ye 
had known Me, ye should have 
known My Father also: and from 
hencefortii ye know Him, and have 
seen Him. Philip saith unto Him, 
Lord, shew us the Father, and it 
sufficeth us.

He 
that believeth on Me, the works that 
I do shall he do also ; and greater 
works than these shall he do; be- 
cause I go unto My Father. And 
whatsoever ye shall ask in My name, 



that will I do, that the Father may 
be glorified in the Son. If ye shaU 
ask any thing in My name, I will 
do it.

And some fell among thorns ; and 
the thorns sprang up with it, and 
choked it And other fell on good 
ground, and sprang up, and bare 
fruit an hundredfold. And when He 
had said these things. He cried, He 
that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 
And His disciples asked Him, say- 
ing, What might this parable be ? 
And He said. Unto you it is given 
to know the mysteries of the king- 
dom of God : but to others in pa- 
rables ; that seeing they might not 
see, and hearing they might not 
understand. Now the parable is 
this : The seed is the word of God. 
Those by the way-side are they 
that hear; then cometh the devil, 
and taketh away the word out of 
their hearts, lest they should be- 
lieve and be saved. They on the 
rock are they which, when they 
hear, receive the word with joy ; 
and these have no root, which for a 
while believe, and in time of temp- 
tation foil away. And that which 
fell among thorns are they which, 
when they have heard, go forth, 
and are choked with cares and 
riches and pleasures of this life, and 
bring no fruit to perfection. But 
that on the good ground are they, 
which in an honest and good heart, 
having heard the word, keep it, and 
bring forth fruit with patience.

> TJEARKEN unto Me, ye that 
XI know righteousness, the peo- 
ple in whose faiart is My law ; fear 
ye not the reproach of men, neither 
be ye afraid of their revilings. For 
the moth shall eat them up like a 
garment, and the worm shall eat 
them like wool : but My righteous- 
ness shall be for erer, and My sal- 
vation from generation to genera • 
tion. 

' Jesus said, I say unto you My 
friends.

But I say unto you, 
That every idle word that men shall 
speak, they shall give account there- 
of in the day of judgment For by 
thy words thou shalt be justified, 
and by thy words thou shalt be 
condemned. 

^For in many things we offend 
alL If any man offend not in word, 
the same is a perfect man, and able 
also to bridle the whole body. Be* 
hold, we put bits in the horses' 
mouths, that they may obey us ; 
and we turn about their whole 
body. Behold also the ships, which 
though they be so great, and are 
driven of fierce winds, yet are they 
turned about with a very smaU 
helm, whithersoever the governor 
listeth. Even so the tongue is a 
little member, and boasteth great 
things. Behold, how great a matter 
a little fire kindleth ! And the 
tongue is a fire, a world of in- 
iquity : so is the tongue among 
our members, that it defileth the

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whole body, and setteth on fire the 
coarse of nature; and it is set on 
fire of helL For every kind of 
beasts, and of birds, and of ser- 
pents, and of things in the sea, is 
tamed, and hath been tamed of 
mankind : but the tongue can no 
man tame ; it is an unruly evil, full 
of deadly poison. Therewith bless 
we God, even the l^'ather ; and 
therewith curse we men, which are 
made after the similitude of God. 
Out of the same mouth proceedeth 
blessing and cursing. My brethren, 
these things ought not so to be. 
Doth a foimtain send forth at the 
same place sweet water and bitter ? 

Who is a wise man 

and endued with knowledge among 
you ? let him shew out of a good 
conversation his works with meek- 
ness of wisdom. But if ye have 
bitter envying and strife in your 
hearts, glory not, and lie not 
against tiie truth. This wisdom 
descendeth not from above, but is 
earthly, sensual, devilish. For where 
envying and strife is, there is con- 
fusion and every evil work. But 
the wisdom that is from above is 
first pure, then peaceable, gentle, 
and easy to be entreated, full of 
mercy and good fruits, without 
partisdity, and without hypocrisy. 
And the fruit of righteousness is 
sown in peace of them that make 
peace. 

TUESDAY. 

Thaniifulness/or special mercies. 

From the Holy Gospel according to 
St. John. 

'T^OW there is at Jerusalem by 
Xl the sheep market a pool, which 
is called in the Hebrew tongue Be- 
thesda, having five porches. In 
these lay a great multitude of im- 
potent folk, of blind, halt, wither- 
ed, waiting fi>r the moving of the 
water. For an angel went down at 
a certain season into the pool, and 
troubled the water : whosoever then

first after the troubling of the water 
stepped in was made whole of what- 
soever disease he had. And a cer- 
tain man was there which had an 
infirmity thirty and eight years. 
When Jesus saw him lie, and knew 
that he had been now a long time 
in that case.

The 
impotent man answered Him, Sir, 
I have no man, when the water is 
troubled, to put me into the pool : 
but while I am coming, another 
steppeth down before me. Jesus 
saith unto him. Rise, take up thy 
bed, and walk. And immediately 
the man was made whole, and took 
up his bed, and walked. And he 
that was healed wist not who it 
was : for Jesus had conveyed Him- 
self away, a multitude being in that 
place. . . . Afterward Jesus findeth 
him in the temple, and said unto 
him, Behold, thou art made whole : 
sin no more, lest a worse thing 
come unto thee. 

THURSDAY.

' A ND it came to pass, as Jesus 
J\ went to Jerusalem, that He 
passed through the midst of Sama- 
ria and Galilee.

and hast dwelt therein ; and when 
thy herds and thy flock multiply, 
and thy silver and thy gold is mul- 
tiplied, and all that tibou hast is 
multiplied ; then thy heart be lifted 
up, and thou forget the Lord thy 
God, which brought thee forth out 
of the land of Egypt, from the house 
of bondage ; . . . who fed thee in the 
wilderness with manna, which thy 
fathers knew not, that He might

And Ms fellow- 
servant fell down at his feet, and 
besought him, saying, Have patience 
with me, and I will pay thee alL 
And he would not ; but went and 
cast him into prison, till he should 
pay the debt. So when his fellow- 
servants saw what was done, they 
were very sorry, and came and told 
unto their lord all that was done. 
Then his lord, after that he had 
called him, said unto him, O thou 
wicked servant, I forgave thee all 
that debt, because thou desiredst 
me : shotddest not thou also have 
had compassion on thy fellow-ser- 
vant, even as I had pity on thee ? 
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And his lottl was wroth, and deli- 
▼ered him to the tormentors, till he 
should pay all that was due unto 
him. So likewise shall My hea- 
venly Father do also unto you, if 
ye from your hearts forgive not

Then he which had received liie one 
talent came and said, Lord, I knew 
thee that thou art an hard man, 
reaping where thou hast not sown, 
and gathering where thou hast not 
strawed: and I was afraid, and 
went and hid thy talent in the earth : 
lo, there thou hast that is thine. 
His lord answered and said unto 
him, Thou wicked and slothful ser- 
vant, thou knewest that I reap 
where 1 sowed not, and gather 
where I have not strawed: thou 
oughtest therefore to have put my 
money to the exchangers, and then 
at my coming I should have received 
mine own with usury. Take there- 
fore the talent from him, and give 
it unto him which hath ten talents.

And when 
thou prayest, thou shalt not be as 
the hypocrites are: for they love 
to pray standing in the synagogues 
and in the comers of the streets, 
that they may be seen of men. Verily 
I say unto you, They have their re- 
ward. But thou, when thou pray- 
est, enter into thy closet, and when 
thou hast shut diy door, pray to 
thy Father which is in secret ; and 
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thy Father which seeth in secret 
aluQl reward thee openly. 

THURSDAY. 

Affoifut rash judgment. 

From the Holy Grospel according 
to St. Matthew. 

^ A T that time Jesus said, Jadge 
A. not, that ye be not judgei. 
For with what judgment ye judge, 
ye shall be judged : and ¥dth what 
measure ye mete, it shall be mea- 
sured to you again. And why be- 
holdest thou the mote that is in thy 
brother's eye, but considerest not 
the beam that is in thine own eye ? 
Or how wilt thou say to thy brother, 
Let me pull out the mote out of 
thine eye ; and, behold, a beam is 
in thine own eye? Thou hypocrite, 
first cast out the beam out of thine 
own eye ; and then shalt thou see 
clearly to cast out the mote out of 
thy brother's eye. 

SATURDAY. 

Danger of relapsing in good works, 

l^Tom, the Holy Gospel according 
to St. Luke ; from the Second 
General Epistle of St. Peter ; and 
from St. Paul's Epistle to the 
Philippians. 

^ A T that time Jesus said, When 
J\. the unclean spirit is gone out 
of a man, he walketh through dry 
places, seeking rest; and finding 
none, he saith, I will return unto 
my house whence I came out. And 
when he cometh, he findeth it swept 
and garnished. Then goeth he, 
and taketh to him seven other spi- 
rits more wicked than himself; and 
they enter in, and dwell there : and 
the last state of that man is worse 
than the first. 

' For if after they that walk after 
the flesh in the lust of uncleanness 
have escaped the pollutions of the 



world through the knowledge of the 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, 
they are again entangled therein, 
and overcome, the latter end is 
worse with them than the begin- 
ning. For it had been better for 
them not to have known the way of 
righteousness, than, after they have 
known it, to turn from the holy 
commandment delivered unto them. 
* Wherefore, my beloved, .... 
work out your own salvation with 
fear and trembling; for it is God 
which worketh in you both to will 
and to do of His good pleasure. 

MONDAY. 

Some of the principal means of 
grace for performing and con^ 
tinning in good works. 1st, 
Prayer,' its obligation and con- 
dition of acceptance. 

From the Holy Gospel according 
to St. Luke ; from the First Ge- 
neral Epistle of St. Peter; and 
from St. Paul's Epistle to the 
Hebrews. 

* A ND when Jesus rose up from 
d\ prayer, and was come to His 
disciples, He found them sleeping 
for sorrow, and said unto them. 
Why sleep ye ? rise and pray, lest 
ye enter into temptation. 

' And at another time Jesus said 
to His disciples. Which of you shall 
have a friend, and shall go unto 
him at midnight, and say unto him. 
Friend, lend me three loaves ; for 
a friend of mine in his journey is 
come to me, and I have nothing 
to set before him ? And he from 
within shall answer and say. Trou- 
ble me not : the door is now shut, 
and my children are with me in bed ; 
I cannot rise and give thee. I say 
unto you. Though he will not rise 
and give him, because he is his 
friend, yet because of his importu- 
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nity be will rise and give him as 
many as he needeth. And I say 
unto you, Ask, and it shall be given 
you; seek, and ye shall find; knock, 
and it shall be opened unto you. 
For every one that asketh receiveth ; 
and he that seeketh Undeth ; and 
to him that knocketh it shall be 
opened. If a son shall ask bread 
of any of you that is a father, will 
he give him a stone ? or if he ask a 
fbh, will he for a fish give him a 
serpent ? or if he shall ask an egg, 
will he offer him a scorpion ? If 
ye then, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your children : 
how much more shall your heavenly 
Father give the Holy Spirit to them 
that ask Him ? 

^ Brethren, the end of all things 
is at hand : be ye therefore sober, 
and watch unto prayer. 

' By Christ therefore let us offer 
the sacrifice of praise to God con- 
tinually, that is, the fruit of our 
lips giving thanks to His name. 

TUESDAY. 

Watchfltlnesa, 

From the Book of the Prophet Ha- 
bakkuk, and from the Holy Gos- 
pel according to St. Luke. 

'y WILL stand upon my watch, 
J. and set me upon the tower, 
and will watch to see what He will 
say unto me, and what I shall an- 
swer when I am reproved. And 
the Lord answered me, and said, . . 
The vision is yet for an appointed 
time, but at the end it shall speak, 
and not lie : though it tarry, wait 
for it ; because it will surely come, 
it will not tarry. 

* Jesus said to His disciples. Let 
your loins be girded about, and 
your lights burning ; and ye your- 
selves like unto men that wait for 
their lord, when he will return from 
the wedding ; that when he cometh 



and knocketh, they may open unto 
him immediately. Blessed are those 
servants, whom the lord when he 
cometh shall find watching : verily 
I say unto you, that he shall gird 
himself, and make them to sit down 
to meat, and will come forth and 
serve them. And if he shall come 
in the second watch, or come in 
the third watch, and find them so, 
blessed are those servants. And 
this know, that if the goodman of 
the house had known what hour the 
thief would come, he would have 
watched, and not have suffered his 
house to be broken through. Be 
ye therefore ready also: for the Son 
of man cometh at an hour when ye 
think not. 

THURSDAY. 

Same subject continued. 

From St. Paul's Epistles to the 
Romans and Ephesians. 

*T>RETHREN, it is high time to 
X/ awake out of sleep : for now 
is our salvation nearer than when 
we believed. The night is far spent, 
the day is at hand : let us therefore 
cast off the works of darkness, and 
and let us put on the armour of 
light. Let us walk honestly, as in 
the day ; not in rioting and drunk- 
enness, not in chambering and 
wantonness, not in strife and en- 
vying. But put ye on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and make not provi- 
sion for the flesh, to fulfil the lusts 
thereof. 

• Finally, my brethren, be strong 
in the Lord, and in the power of 
His might. Put on the whole ar- 
mour of God, that ye may be able 
to stand against the wiles of the 
devil. For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against princi- 
palities, against powers, against the 
rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
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places. Wherefore take onto you 
the whole armour of God, that ye 
may be able to withstand in the evil 
day, and having done all, to stand. 
Stand therefore, having your loins 
girt about with truth, and having 
on the breastplate of righteousness ; 
and your feet shod with the prepa- 
ration of the gospel of peace; above 
all, taking the shield of faith, where- 
with ye shall be able to quench all 
the fiery darts of the wicked. And 
take the helmet of salvation, and 
the sword of the Spirit, which is the 
word of God : praying always with 
all prayer and supplication in the 
Spirit, and watching thereunto with 
all perseverance and supplication 
for all saints. 

SATURDAY. 

Se{f-denial. 

From the Holy Gospel according to 
St. Mark, and from St. Paul's 
Second Epistie to the Corinth- 
ians. 

AND when Jesus had called the 
people unto Him with His 
disciples also, He said unto them. 
Whosoever will come after Me, let 
him deny himself, and take up his 
cross, and follow Me. For whoso- 
ever will save his life shall lose it ; 
but whosoever shall lose his life for 
My sake and the gospel's, the same 
shall save it. For what shall it 
profit a man, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own soul ? 
Or what shall a man give in ex- 
change for his soul ? Whosoever 
ther^ore shall be ashamed of Me 
and of My words in this adulter- 
ous and sinful generation ; of him 
also shall the Son of man be 
ashamed, when He cometh in the 
glory of His Father with the holy 
angels. 

' Brethren, Christ died for all, 
that they which live should not 



henceforth live upto themselves, 
but unto Him which died for them, 
and rose again. 

' For ye know the grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that, though He 
was rich, yet for your sakes He be- 
came poor, that ye through His 
poverty might be rich. 

MONDAY. 

Same tubject continued. 

From St. Paul's Epistle to the 
Philippians. 

^TF there be any consolation in 
A Christ, if any comfort of love, 
if 'any fellowship of the Spirit, if 
any bowels and mercies, fulfil ye my 
joy, that ye be like-minded, having 
the same love, being of one accord, 
of one mind. Let nothing be 
done through strife or vainglory; 
but in lowliness of mind let each 
esteem other better than them- 
selves. Look not every man on 
his own things, but every man also 
on the things of others. Let this 
mind be in you, which was also in 
Christ Jesus : who, being in the 
form of God, thougbt it not rob- 
bery to be equal with God : but 
made Himself of no reputation, and 
took upon Him the form of a ser- 
vant, and was made in the likeness 
of men : and being found in fashion 
as a man, He humbled Himself, 
and became obedient unto death, 
even the death of the cross. Where- 
fore God also hath highly exalted 
Him, and given Him a name which 
is above every name : that at 
the name of Jesus every knee 
should bow, of things in heaven, 
and things in earth, and things 
under the earth ; and that every 
tongue should confess that Jesus 
Christ is Lord, to the glory of God 
the Father.

The Duty and Benefit of Alms- 
giving. 

From the Book of Tobit ; from St. 

Paul's Epistle to the Galatians, 

and First Epistle to Timothy ; 

and from the Acts of the Holy 

Apostles. 
^/^ IVE alms of thy substance, and 
VT when thou givest alms let not 
thine eye be envious, neither turn 
thy face from any poor, and the 
face of God shall not be turned 
away from thee. 

^Charge them that are rich in 
this world, that they be not high- 
minded, nor trust in uncertain 
riches, but in the living God, who 
giveth us richly all things to en- 
joy : that they do good, that they 
be rich in good works, ready to 
distribute, willing to communicate ; 
laying up in store for themselves 
a good foundation against the time 
to come, that they may lay hold on 
eternal life. 

'If thou hast abundance, give 
alms accordingly; if thou hast but 
little, be not afraid to give accord- 
ing to that little ; for thou layest 
up for thyself a good treasure 
against the day of necessity. 

* Brethren, as we have therefore 
opportunity, let us do good unto all 
men, especially unto them who are 
of the houshold of faith. 

^ And remember the words of the 
Lord Jesus, how He said, It is more 
blessed to give than to receive. 

THURSDAY. 

Penitence ; the sad consequences of 
sin^ and the right method of re- 
penting qfit. 

From the Holy Gospel according to 
St. Luke. 

' A ND Jesus said, A certain man 

XJL had two sons: and the younger 

of them said to his father, Father, 



give me the portion of goods that 
falleth to me. And he divided 
unto them his living. And not 
many days after, the younger son 
gathered all together, and took his 
journey into a far country, and 
there wasted his substance with 
riotous living. And when he had 
spent all, there arose a mighty fn- 
mine in that land ; and he began 
to be in want. And he went and 
joined himself to a citizen of that 
country ; and he sent him into his 
fields to feed swine. And he would 
fain have filled his belly with the 
husks that the swine did eat : and 
no man gave unto him. And when 
he came to himself, he said. How 
many hired servants of my fether's 
have bread enough and to spare, 
and I perish with hunger ! I will 
arise and go to my father, and will 
say unto him, Father, I have sinned 
against heaven and before thee, and 
am no more worthy to be called 
thy son : make me as one of thy 
hired servants. And he arose, and 
came to his father. But when he 
was yet a great way off, his father 
saw him, and had compassion, and 
ran, and fell on his neck, and kissed 
him. And the son said unto him. 
Father, I have sinned against hea- 
ven, and in thy sight, and am no 
more worthy to be called thy son. 
But the father said to his servants. 
Bring forth the best robe, and put 
it on him ; and put a ring on his 
hand, and shoes on his feet : and 
bring hither the fatted calf, and 
kill it ; and let us eat, and be 
merry : for this my son was dead, 
and is alive again ; he was lost, 
and is found. And they began to 
be merry. Now his elder son was 
in the field: and as he came and 
drew nigh to the house, he heard 
musick and dancing. And he 
called one of the servants, and 
asked what these things meant. 
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And he said unto him, Thy brother 
is come ; and thy father hath killed 
the ^Bitted calf, because he hath re- 
ceived him safe and sound. And 
he was angry, and would not go in : 
therefore came his father out, and 
iatreated him. And he answering 
said to his father, Lo, these many 
years do I serve thee, neither trans- 
gressed I at any time thy command- 
ment : and yet thou never gavest 
me a kid, that I might make merry 
with my friends : but as soon as 
this thy son was come, which hath 
devoured thy living with harlots, 
thou hast kUled for him the fatted 
calf. And he said unto him, Son, 
thou art ever with me, and all that 
I have is thine. It was meet that 
we should make merry, and be 
glad : for this thy brother was 
dead, and is alive again ; and was 
lost, and is found. 

SATURDAY. 

Some of our Lord^s last divine 
sayings and actions before His 
erucifupion. 

From the Holy Gospel according to 
St. John. 

>1^0W before the feast of the 
iS passover, when Jesus knew 
that His hour was come that He 
should depart out of this world 
unto the Father, having loved His 
own which were in the world, He 
loved them unto the end. And 
supper being ended, the devil hav- 
ing now put into the heart of Judas 
Iscariot, Simon's son, to betray 
Him ; Jesus knowing that the Fa- 
ther had given all things into His 
hands, and that He was come from 
God, and went to God ; He riseth 
from supper, and laid aside His 
garments ; and took a towel, and 
girded Himself. After that He 
poureth water into a bason, and 
began to wash the disciples' feet, 
and to wipe them with the towel 

> St. John xiii. 1. 



wherewith He was girded. Then 
Cometh He to Simon Peter : and 
Peter said unto Him, Lord, dost 
Thou wash my feet ? Jesus an- 
swered and said unto him, What I 
do, thou knowest not now ; but 
thou shalt know hereafter. Peter 
saith unto Him, Thou shalt never 
wash my feet. Jesus answered 
him, If I wash thee not, thou hast 
no part with Me. Simon Peter 
saith unto Him, Lord, not my feet 
only, but also my hands and my 
head. Jesus saith to him. He 
that is washed needeth not save to 
wash his feet, but is clean every 
whit : and ye are clean, but not all. 
For He knew who should betray 
Him ; therefore said He, Ye are 
not all clean. So after He had 
washed their feet, and had taken 
His garments, and was set down 
again, He said unto them. Know 
ye what I have done to you ? Ye 
call Me Master and Lord : and ye 
say well ; for so I am. If I then, 
your Lord and Master, have washed 
your feet ; ye also ought to wash 
one another's feet. For I have 
given you an example, that ye 
should do as I have done to you. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you. The 
servant is not greater than his lord; 
neither He that is sent greater than 
He that sent Him. If ye know 
these things, happy are ye if ye do 
them.

From the Holy Gospel accor^g 
to St. John. 

^TTTHEN Judas was gone out, 
VV Jesus said. Now is the Son 
of man glorified, and God is glo- 
rified in Him* If God be gloried 
in Him, God shall also glorify Him 
in Himself, and shall straightway 
glorify Him. Little children, yet 

• St, John xiii. 31. 
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a little while I am with yoa. Ye 
shall seek me : and as I said unto 
the Jews, Whither I go, ye cannot 
come; so now I say to you. A 
new commandment I give u^to 
you, That ye love one another ; as 
I have loved you, that ye also love 
one another. By this shall all men 
know that ye are My disciples, if 
ye have love one to another. Simon 
Peter said unto Him, Lord, whi- 
ther goest Thou ? Jesus answered 
him, Whither I go, thou canst not 
follow Me now ; but thou shalt 
follow Me afterwards.

And 
as they sat and did eat, Jesus said. 

One of you 
which eateth with Me shall betray 
Me. And they began to be sor- 
rowfdl, and to say unto Him one 
by one. Is it I ? and another said. 
Is it I ? And He answered and 
said unto them. It is one of the 
twelve, that dippeth with Me in 
the dish. The Son of man indeed 
goeth, as it is written of Him : but 
woe to that man by whom the Son 
of man is betrayed ! good were it 
for that man if he had never been 
bom. And as they did eat, Jesus 
took bread, and blessed, and brake 
it, and gave to them, and said. 
Take, eat : this is My body. And 
He took the cup, and when He 
had given thanks. He gave it to 
them : and they all drank of it. 
1 St. Mark xiv. 17. 



And He said unto them, This is 
My blood of the new testament, 
which is shed for many. Verily I 
say unto you, I will drink no more 
of the fruit of the vine, until that 
day that I drink it new in the king- 
dom of God.

And He left them, 
and went away again, and prayed 
the third time, saying the same 
words. Then cometh He to His 
disciples, and saith unto them, 
Sleep on now, and take your rest : 
behold, the hour is at hand, and

*/^ OD, who at sundry times and 
\jr in diyers manners spake in 
time past unto the fathers by the 
prophets, hath in these last days 
spoken unto us by His Son, whom 
He hath appointed heir of all 
things, by whom also He made the 
worlds ; who being the brightness 
of His glory, and the express image 
of His person, and upholding adl 
things by the word of His power, 
when He had by Himself purged 
our sins, sat down on the right 
hand of the Majesty on high ; 
being made so much better than 
the angels, as He hath by inherit- 
ance obtained a more excellent 
name than they. For unto which 



of the angels said He at any time, 
Thou art My Son, this day have I 
begotten Thee ? And again, I wiU 
be to Him a Father, and He shall 
be to Me a Son ? And again, when 
He bringeth in the firstbegotten 
into the world, He saith, And let 
all the angels of God worship 
Him. And of the angels He saith, 
Who maketh His angels spirits, 
and His ministers a flame of fire. 
But unto the son He saith. Thy 
throne, O God, is for ever and 
ever: a sceptre of righteousness is 
the sceptre of Thy kingdom. Thou 
hast loved righteousness, and hated 
iniquity ; therefore God, even Thy 
God, hath anointed Thee with the 
oil of gladness above Thy fellows. 
And, Thou, Lord, in the beginning 
hast laid the foundation of the 
earth ; and the heavens are the 
works of Thine hands ; they shall 
perish ; but Thou remainest ; and 
they all shall wax old as doth a 
garment ; and as a vesture shalt 
Thou fold them up, and they shall 
be changed : but Thou art the same, 
and Thy years shall not fail. 



Then he says,

^. Vouchsafe, O Lord, this night 

I^. To keep us without sin. 

^. O Lord, shew Thy mercy upon us,

And there 
was a certain beggar named Lazarus, 
which was laid at his gate full of 
sores, and desiring to be fed with 
the crumbs which fell from the 
rich man's table: moreover, the 
dogs came and licked his sores. 
And it came to pass, that the beg- 
gar died, and was carried by the 
angels into Abraham's bosom. The 
rich man also died, and was buried : 
and in hell he lift up his eyes, 
being in torments, and seeth Abra- 
ham afar off, and Lazarus in his 
bosom. And he cried and said, 
Father Abraham, have mercy on 
me, and send Lazarus, that he may 
dip the tip of his finger in water, 
and cool my tongue ; for I am tor- 
mented in this flame. But Abra- 
ham said, Son, remember that thou 
in thy lifetime receivedst thy good 
things, and likewise Lazarus evil 
things; but now he is comforted, 
and thou art tormented. And be- 
sides all this, between us and you 
there is a great gulf fixed : so that 
they who would pass from hence to 
you cannot ; neither can they pass 
to us, that would come frt)m thence. 
Then he said, I pray thee therefore, 
father, that thou wouldest send him 
to my father's house : for I have

Daniel, Ezekiel, and Joel. 

^TN those days I Daniel wa« 
J. mourning three full weeks. 
I ate no pleasant bread, neither 
came flesh nor wine in my mouth, 
neither did I anoint myself at all, 
till three whole weeks were fulfilled. 
And in the four and twentieth day 
of the first month, .... I lifted up 
mine eyes, and looked, and behold 
a certain man clothed in linen, 
whose loins were girded with fine 
gold. . . . His body also was like 
the beryl, and his face as the ap- 
pearance of lightning, and his eyes 
as lamps of fire, .... and the 
voice of his words like the voice of 
a multitude.

And Jesus 
took the loaves, and when He had 
given thanks He distributed to the 
disciples, and the disciples to them 
that were set down ; and likewise 
of the fishes as much as they would. 
When they were filled. He said 
unto His disciples, Gather up the 
fragments that remain, that nothing 
be lost. Therefore they gathered 
them together, and filled twelve 
baskets with the fragments of the 
five barley-loaves, which remained 
over and above unto them that had 
eaten. Then those men, when they 
had seen the miracle that Jesus did, 
said.

If Thou be the 
King of the Jews, save Thyself. And 
a superscription also was written 
over Him in letters of Greek, and 
Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. And 
one of the malefactors, which were 
hanged, railed on Him, saying. If 
Thou be Christ, save Thyself, and 
us. But the other answering re- 
buked him, saying. Dost not thou 
fear God, seeing thou art in the 
same condemnation? And we in- 
deed justly ; for we receive the due 
reward of our deeds, but this man

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bath done nothing amiss. And he 
fiaid unto Jesus, Lord, remember 
me when Thou comest into Thy 
kingdom.

And it was about the sixth 
hour: and there was a darkness 
over all the earth until the ninth 
hour. And the sun was darkened, 
and the veil of the temple was rent 
in the midst. 

' And about the ninth hour Jesus 
eried with a loud voice, saying, Elif 
Eliy lama sahackthani ? that is to 
say. My Ood, my God, why hast 
Thou forsaken me ? 

^ And when Jesus had cried with 
a loud voice, he said. Father, into 
Thy hands I commend My spirit ; 
And having said thus. He gave up 
the ghost. Now when the cen- 
turion saw what was done, he glori- 
fied God, saying, Truly this was 
the Son of God.

Now there was set a ves- 
sel full of vinegar : and they filled 
a spunge with vinegar, and put it 
upon hyssop, and put it to His 
mouth. When Jesus therefore had 
received the vinegar, he said. It is 
finished : and he bowed His head, 
and gave up the ghost.
